Investigators say a fire early 
Sunday that sent four to hos¬ 
pital is suspicious. 

The blaze broke out on 
the second floor of a four- 
storey apartment building 
at 86 Avenue and 99 Street 
around 3 a.m. — and spread 
rapidly, said Capt. John 
Yaschuk. 

Many residents awaited

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice offered no comment 
Sunday. 

Robert Booth was at 
home across the street when 
the fire broke out. He and 
some friends ran to help as 
the woman who lived in the 
suite where the fire originat¬ 
ed exited through the front 
door. 

“Her hair was on fire, her 
skin was on fire,” said Booth. 

She was taken to hospi¬ 
tal, while three men were 
transported for smoke inhal¬ 
ation.

Owners likely 
headed back 
to court in fall 

Rumours from both camps 
suggest the fate of a contro¬ 
versial Alberta roadside zoo 
could be determined this 
fall, but supporters of the 
22-year-old attraction have 
proactively called on the 
premier to take action. 

GuZoo, which is located 
near Three Hills and opened 
in 1990, was slapped with 
a number of sanctions last 
summer amid claims from 
the organizers of a social- 
media campaign that practi¬ 
ces and living conditions for 
a number of exotic animals 
on site were not up to par. 

But the province’s push 
to decommission the facility 
entirely was held over pend¬ 
ing the results of a judicial 
review. GuZoo owners and a 
representative from Sustain¬ 
able Resource Development 
(SRD) both told Metro it 
appears a ruling could come 
this fall. 

“I think we addressed 
a lot of concerns about 
public safety (at GuZoo) and 
concerns for the animals,” 
said SRD spokesperson Dave 
Ealey. 

But GuZoo owner Lynn 
Gustafson said he has no 
plans to throw in the towel. 

“We have done nothing 
wrong,” he said. “That’s 
always been clear to me.” 

Gustafson’s daughter 
Irene has also written a 
letter to Premier Alison 
Redford, claiming “Internet 
petitions hold no water in 
(the) Alberta government” 
and asking her to intervene.

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Islamists stage massive demonstration 


Pakistan. Uproar follows

Pakistan closed the route 
in November in retaliation for

Syria. Assad rejects 
comparisons to other 
leaders in rare interview 


Syrian President Bashar Assad 
said in an interview broadcast 
Sunday that he is not afraid of 
meeting the same fate as the 
deposed and disgraced leaders 
of Libya and Egypt, saying he 
has nothing in common with 
them. 

In one of his rare inter¬ 
views with Western media 
since the deadly uprising in 
Syria erupted last year, Assad 
brushed off a question about 
whether he feared for his 
family, including his wife and 
three children. 

“It’s a completely different 
situation,” he told German 
broadcaster ARD. “What’s 
happening in Egypt is differ¬ 
ent from what is happening 
in Syria ... You cannot com¬ 
pare,” he said. 

He also rejected any com¬ 
parisons with Libya, where 
rebels helped by NATO air 
strikes toppled the regime. 
Libyan leader Moammar Gad- 
hafi was killed while fleeing 
advancing opposition fighters. 

“Describing what hap¬ 
pened to al Gadhafi, this is 
savage, this is crime,” he said 
in the interview that was con¬ 
ducted in English. 

The 16 months of upheaval 
in Syria, spurred by the Arab 



Spring’s pro-democracy move¬ 
ments across the Middle East, 
have left well over 14,000 
people dead, according to 
activists. They accuse the 
autocratic ruler of crushing 
legitimate protests seeking re¬ 
forms by waging a war against 
his own people. 

But in the interview, the 
46-year-old Assad, who has 
ruled Syria since taking over 
from his father in 2000, ac¬ 
cused the U.S. of fuelling the 
uprising, saying that Wash¬ 
ington ultimately bears re¬ 
sponsibility for the deaths 
of innocent civilians in 
the Middle Eastern nation.

Russia’s president moved 
quickly to address anger

Vladimir Putin, who was 
criticized in past years for 
a delayed or seemingly in¬ 
different response to disas¬ 
ters, flew to the region in 
southern Russia, committed 
to showing he was taking 
charge of the situation. 

He ordered the head 
of Russia’s investigative 
agency to establish wheth¬ 
er enough had been done 
to warn people about the 
floods. Federal prosecutors 
also said they were investi¬ 
gating whether the popu¬ 
lation had been properly 
protected from “natural and 
technological catastrophes.”

A Canadian aid worker who 
was kidnapped in Kenya says 
he’s taking some time off to 
think about the future. 

Steven Dennis, 37, was 
one of four workers kid¬ 
napped June 29 and rescued 
in Somalia just days later. 

The Toronto man told 
a news conference Sunday 
that he’s grateful for the res¬ 
cue effort. 

Dennis says kidnappings 
are one of the risks of aid 
work and he will re-evalu¬

The four workers were 
rescued last Monday after 
three days in Somalia, when 
authorities swooped down 
on the group, killing one 
kidnapper.

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Taxman’s pilot 
project exposes 
unreported tips 


Canada Revenue 
Agency. Auditing 
blitz in St. Catharines, 
Ont., finds ‘surprising 
amount' of unreported 
income by wait staff 


A blitz by Canada Revenue 
Agency auditors on an un¬ 
fortunate group of waiters and 
waitresses in one Ontario com¬ 
munity has exposed “very sur¬ 
prising” amounts of unreport¬ 
ed tips and gratuities. 

The pilot project targeted 
145 servers in just four restau¬ 
rants in St. Catharines, Ont. 

Auditors reviewed two 
years’ worth of income and 
found that every individual had 
hidden some portion of their 
tips from the taxman, with 
about half reporting no tips 
whatsoever. 


Underground economy 


The Statistics Canada study, 
using macro-economics 
rather than direct measure¬ 
ments, estimated undeclared 
tips were worth some 
$1.3 billion in 2008 — a small 
fraction of the underground 
economy. 


• A spokeswoman for the 
Canada Revenue Agency 
said officials are still 
reviewing the pilot project 
before deciding next 
steps. 


In the end, the blitz flushed 
out $1.7 million in unreported 
tips and gratuities — almost 
$12,000 for each person. 

“Our results indicate that 
tips are more likely to be 100 
per cent to 200 per cent of ... 
wages. In essence, they are only 


reporting five per cent to 10 per 
cent of earned tips/gratuities,” 
says an internal report on the 
project. 

The auditors conclude: “The 
amount of unreported income 
was veiy surprising.” 

The Canadian Press ob¬ 
tained a heavily censored copy 
of the 2010 report under the 
Access to Information Act, after 
an 18-month delay by the Can¬ 
ada Revenue Agency that vio¬ 
lated legislated deadlines. 

The St. Catharines’ blitz was 
among dozens of pilot projects 
across the country that targeted 
the underground economy, es¬ 
timated to be worth as much as 
$36 billion in 2008, according 
to a Statistics Canada study pre¬ 
pared for the revenue agency. 

The tax agency has long 
known that the hospitality in¬ 
dustry is rife with tax-reporting 
abuse, partly because tipping is 
often done using cash.

The Canadian government is 
proposing a set of new stan¬ 
dardized rules to govern how 
complaints against big banks 
are handled, but Ottawa is 
formally giving banks permis¬ 
sion to pick who will hear cus¬ 
tomer disputes. 

The new rules follow the 
departure of the Royal Bank 
in 2008 and Toronto-Domin- 
ion in 2011 from having com¬ 
plaints heard by the federally 
appointed Ombudsman for 
Banking Services and Invest¬ 
ments (OBSI) in favour of ADR 
Chambers, an independent 
dispute settlement service. 

Although there was no 
specific regulation on the 
point, the government will 
now formally allow other 
private agencies to enter the 


field of adjudicating consum¬ 
er complaints as long as they 
meet certain standards. 

Critics were quick to 
pounce on the announce¬ 
ment. 

The Public Interest Advo¬ 
cacy Centre called the regu¬ 
lations weak and said they 
would could “destroy” OBSI 
since rivals more to the banks’ 
liking are likely to emerge. 

“The regulations require 
these external complaints 
providers to have people who 
are working on complaints be 
impartial and independent 
of the parties, but everyone 
knows the banks will choose 
a provider that gives them 
favourable results,” said John 
Lawford, counsel for group. 

“The bank is choosing 



them, the bank is paying 
them — it doesn’t sound like 
an independent process to 
me,” added NDP finance critic 
Peggy Nash, who called on 
Flaherty to reinstate the previ¬ 
ous system back in May. 


Tyler Fleming of the OBSI 
said the original intent of 
establishing a dispute settle¬ 
ment system in 1996 was that 
it would be heard by one body, 
noting criticism that allowing 
competing services encour¬ 
ages a “race to the bottom” on 
standards. 

Under the new framework, 
expected to come into force 
following a 30-day consulta¬ 
tion process, dispute-settling 
bodies must be federally ap¬ 
proved and will come under 
the supervision of the Finan¬ 
cial Consumer Agency of Can¬ 
ada. 

They will also be required 
to make their decisions soon¬ 
er and meet standards of in¬ 
dependence and transparency.

AIG sues U.S. feds 
for $ 30.2 million 

American International 
Group, the insurance 
giant saved by a massive 
federal bailout, wants 
some tax money back — 
from 1991. 

AIG is suing in Federal 
Claims Court in Washing¬ 
ton for $30.2 million US. 

It says that’s how much 
interest is owed from an 
overpayment 21 years ago. 

AIG said it underpaid 
taxes for 1997, 1998, 
and 1999. But it said the 
government owes it inter¬ 
est for an overpayment in 
1991. 

New York-based AIG 
said it filed the lawsuit 
on Thursday because the 
statute of limitations on 
its claims was about to 
run out. 

AIG’s $182.5 billion 
bailout was the largest of 
the financial crisis.

Micro meals

Kilgast explains... 


• How it’s done. "I sculpt 
using polymer clay and then 
bake the designs in the 
oven. The actual sculpt¬ 
ing can be quick, but the 
composition can take some 
time. Very simple dishes 
can be done between 30 
minutes and two hours." 


• It looks so life-like. "I'm 
obsessed about the quality. 

I will rework certain items 
over and over again until I'm 
happy. I always work with 
pictures of real food and 
sometimes the real food just 
beside me." 


• Biggest problem. "I get 
hungry! That can be prob¬ 
lematic." 


• How it started. “When I 
was a child, I did miniature 
food for my dolls and have 
always been into arts and 
crafts. Later, when I was still 
studying architecture, I was 
supposed to work for the 
summer, but didn't find a 
job, so I went to my parents 
for seven weeks. After 
two days, I got bored and 
searched the web to find a 
new craft. I stumbled upon 
miniature food and that 
intrigued me again. I started 
a few hours later and never 
have stopped since then."

roughly the size of a regular post¬ 
age stamp. Kilgast is currently 
working on a tutorial book on 
how to cook up some appetizing- 
looking ‘food.’

But not so big that he’s 
brought those new moves 
to the dance clubs, he noted. 
“Listen, I keep my dancing 
strictly for the comedy set 
lest I set myself up for mas¬ 
sive amounts of mockery, 
because one thing I learned 
about hip-hop dancing is that 
a six-foot-tall, 205-pound man 
has no business doing hip 
hop, especially at 32,” said 
Klein. 

In American Reunion, all 
the characters from the hit ori¬ 
ginal 1999 film come together 
for one wild weekend at their 
Michigan high school. 

“To be a part of something 
that has transcended three gen¬ 
erations of fans is such an in¬ 
credible thing and I would def¬ 
initely be stoked to do it again,” 
said Klein.

In TV drama Revenge, Madel¬ 
eine Stowe plays Victoria Gray¬ 
son, a glamorous Hampton’s 
matriarch weighed down by 
the secrets of her past. 

How does it feel playing a 
powerful she-wolf? “I would 
never want to know Victoria 
and I would never want to be 
her, but she’s so much fun to 
play She’s incredibly passion¬ 
ate, and insane in some ways, 
but the truth is she’s just really 
lonely” 

Rather than portraying 
Grayson as a typical Hampton 
society matron, Stowe sug¬ 
gested making her character 
more sexy than stem by add¬ 
ing a more Latin-lilce edge to 
her demeanor. “ I wanted her 
to be more of a Sofia Loren.” 
And although she enjoys 
wearing clothes fresh off the 
mnway, it does leave her with 
a guilty conscience. 

“She lives an extravagant 
lifestyle, so I wear a lot of Dolce 
& Gabbana, Alaia, Dior and 
L’Wren Scott. But I do a lot of 
work in Haiti (she’s on the 
Board of Directors for Artists 
for Peace and Justice) where 
I see real poverty-stricken 
people, so there is some guilt.” 


In ABCs hit drama series ‘Re¬ 
venge’, Josh Bowman plays 
spoon-fed billionaire Daniel 
Grayson. 

He is blissfully unaware 
of the torment happening 
around him. He is seduced 
and used by Emily Thorne 
(the show’s main protagonist 
played by Emily VanCamp), 
whose sole motivation in life 
is to get back at the people 
who caused her father’s dis¬ 
grace and death — includ¬ 
ing Daniel’s parents. After a 
first season full of twists and 
turns, Bowman is looking for¬ 
ward to some steady ground 
in season two. 

“We tried a number of av¬ 
enues to see what direction 
to take Daniel in and not all 
of them worked. Then again 
if I did have a clue about 
what she (Thorne) 
was doing then the 
show would land of 
end,” he says. 

But where would 
he, Josh, like to see 
this go? “I’d like to have 
a f- clue. But I do feel 
we’ve finally found our 
ground. No longer be¬ 
ing the good guy makes 
Daniel a little more three- 
dimensional, he’ll have 
his own motivations 
and secrets to protect. 
For me, as an actor, some 
sort of a stable stoiyline 
will be a lot easier to build 
upon. So hopefully by sea¬ 
son two he becomes much 
more clued in to what is 
going on. I f*****g hope 
so.” 

Bowman’s 
• character is the 
tool on 
the show. 

“I’ve been 
used as a pawn, 
bit of an ob¬ 
stacle for the 
main characters. I 
don’t love it at all 
because as an ac¬ 


tor, you want to know what’s 
ahead.” However, there is a 
plus side to being kept in the 
dark. “There’s some great 
stuff in not knowing. This is 
a show that can be successful 
because it’s so windy, twisty 
and tumy.” 

Daniel Grayson may not 
know where he’s headed, but 
Josh Bowman sure does. “I 
believe in taking risks and if 
you fall flat on your face then 
fine. You only get a handful of 
chances and then you’re out 
of the window. As an actor, 
you have to challenge your¬ 
self, not to be pigeon holed. I 
would never want to do this 
(Daniel) again as it would just 
get boring. I want longevity. I 
want to carry on learning. I’m 
24 and honestly, there aren’t 
many great acting jobs for 
people my age. You don’t real¬ 
ly mature until you’re in your 
thirties, so I’m going to use 
all this time to learn. Hope¬ 
fully I’ll still be working by 
then, and I’ll be able to show 
people I’ve come into my own 
as an actor. My theoiy is fail 
to prepare, prepare to fail.”

Making your own baby food 
is quick, cost-effective and 
rewarding. All you need is a 
blender or food processor, a 
steamer basket and ice cube 
trays. 

Pick up a few vegetables 
and fruits — broccoli, carrots, 
cauliflower, peas, sweet pota¬ 
toes, apples, mango. Anything 
except citrus fruits will do. 

Clean and peel the food, 
steam it in separate batches, 
and then puree it in a blender 


Essential tips 


• Safety. Practice safe food- 
handling procedures. 


• Brush. Scrub fruits and 
veggies very well with a 
vegetable brush. 


• Mashing. Soft fruits 
like bananas need only 
be mashed. Hard fruits 
should be cooked first. 


• Less is more. Don't add 
salt and sugar. 


or food processor until it is 
smooth. Spoon the purees 
into ice cube trays, cover with 
plastic wrap and freeze. Once 
frozen, dump the cubes into 
labelled freezer bags. They’ll 
keep for up to three months. 

In less than two hours, you 
can make enough food for baby 
for a month. 

To prepare food from fro¬ 
zen, remove the required cubes 
and thaw them overnight in a 


small container in the fridge. 
Initially, baby may only eat half 
a cube or less, but will soon 
move up to a cube or two or 
more of different foods. 

Making your own baby food 
will trim between $10 to $15 
a month off your food budget, 
or more as baby consumes 
more. Quality and taste are also 
among the reasons most par¬ 
ents give for making their own 
baby food. By making your own 


baby food, you’ll have greater 
control over what your chil¬ 
dren eat, and their taste buds 
can be exposed to foods the rest 
of the family already enjoys. 

You’ll also make fewer trips 
to the grocery store, saving 
yourself the hassle of lugging 
home and then recycling all 
those little jars.

Always be prepared

Take lots and lots of pic¬ 
tures to ensure that you get 
one that is just right.

Find the light 

Photography is all about 
lighting and finding the 
best light is key to getting 
amazing images. 

For most photographs, 
you want soft lighting. To 
avoid shadows popping up in 
images, make sure that there 
are no bright sunbeams shin¬ 
ing onto your subject. 

When you are outdoors, 
find some open shade instead 
of direct sunlight. This will 
make a world of difference in 
your final images. 

Take the time to focus 

It is imperative that you 
take the time to focus on 


the image you want to cap¬ 
ture. 

On most cameras this 
means pushing the shutter 
button half-way and letting 
the camera do its thing. 

Once you’re happy, push 
the button the rest of the way 
down and wait until you hear 
the click. 

When focusing for por¬ 
traits, make sure that your 
focus point is placed on the 
subject’s eye. 

Think outside the box 

Once you find the best 
light for the image you’re 
looking to get, just get your 
subject in it and YOU do 


the moving around. 

Get lots of different angles 
and don’t be afraid to think 
outside the box. Sometimes 
an off-centre image is more 
intriguing than a straight-on 
one. 

Variety is important 

When you look back at your 
images you want to remem¬ 
ber all the tiny details about 
your little one, you also 
won’t want all your images 
to look the same.

How can I unclog a drain 
without using toxic chem¬ 
icals?

Chemical drain cleaners 
are some of the most toxic 
household cleaning supplies 
lurking under your kitchen 
sink. It’s best to avoid them. 

Many drain openers 
contain sodium hydroxide 
(also known as lye and 
caustic soda). It’s highly cor¬ 
rosive, can burn eyes, skin 
and lungs and is a respira¬ 
tory irritant. Long-term 
exposure in the air may lead 
to ulceration of the nasal 
passages and chronic skin 
irritation. Prevention is the 
key to keeping your drains 
clear. Use a drain basket or 
screen to keep hair and food 
scraps out. 

It’s a quick and cheap 
solution since 99 per cent 
of the time your drain is 
clogged with these pesky 
organics (often well coated 
in soap scum). 

And, never pour grease 
down the drain. It will coat 
your pipes and you’ll regret 
it. A plunger or snake is a 
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simple mechanical solu¬ 
tion, or try my simple home 
remedy with food-grade 
ingredients! 

You’ll need one cup of 
white vinegar, half a cup of 
baking soda and four cups 
of boiling hot water. 

Step 1: 

Sprinkle the baking soda 
down the drain. 


Step 2: 

Pour the vinegar down the 
drain and watch it fizz for 
five to 10 minutes. 

Step 3: 

Chase the first two ingredi¬ 
ents with boiling water 
(careful not to burn yourself 
with the steam). This recipe 
will work best when used 
regularly, say monthly, and 
once you’ve removed any 


large bits of debris from 
your kitchen or bathroom 
sink manually. 

And beware of sodium 
hydroxide in other cleaner 
products like oven clean¬ 
ers, bathroom cleaners, 
disinfectants and toilet-bowl 
cleaners. Make my simple 
green cleaning recipes 
instead, which you can find 
at queenofgreen.ca.

A female fallacy? 
Author Anne-Marie 
Slaughter responds to 
the 1.2 million readers 
of her controversial 
article about women 
and work-life balance

By many standards, Anne-Marie 
Slaughter — professor of pol¬ 
itics and international affairs 
at Princeton University, former 
dean of Princeton’s Woodrow 
Wilson School of Public and 
International Affairs and for¬ 
mer director of policy planning 
for the U.S. State Department 
— has had it all. So, when she 
wrote an article in The Atlan¬ 
tic explaining how women 
can’t have it all, it sparked a 
discourse on both sides of the 
debate. 

More than 1.2 million 
people have come to The At¬ 


lantic to read Slaughter’s piece, 
which has more than 2,000 
comments and over 173,000 
Faceboolc likes — making it the 
most read piece on The Atlan¬ 
tic site, and on track to be the 
most read ever. 

Metro World News spoke 
to Slaughter about what she 
wished she clarified in the 
piece and how other genera¬ 
tions might have interpreted 
the piece in different ways. 

As a 25-year-old young pro¬ 
fessional who wants to have 
a career, I was intrigued by 
your article, and I know that 
a lot of people my age were 
as well. I noticed that you 
mentioned that you set it up 
in the wrong framework in 
a chat you had later on The 
Atlantic. Can you explain that 
a little bit more? 

As I keep telling people, this is 
in part a generational thing. My 
generation having it all meant, 
my mother’s generation had 
no option to work. My mother 
wanted to go to medical school, 
and she was told, “You’re going 
to get married.” That was pretty 


common. 

My generation suddenly 
had options. We could go to 
law school and med school, 
and we could have the careers 
our mothers could not have, 
and we could have those ca¬ 
reers and you could still have a 
family. And, that’s what having 
it all meant. 

So when I sent my article 
around to people of my genera¬ 


tion as well as younger women, 
many of them wrote back and 
said, “Look your message is 
women can’t have it all — yet.” 
In other words, we can, but 
we still have to make all these 
changes. 

That’s the message I was 
trying to drive home, which is 
you can have the same choices 
that men do. You make those 
choices that men do, that’s 


fine, but we need to make the 
following choices. 

And for people my age? 

What I see is for another gen¬ 
eration, and maybe two more 
generations after me — Gen X 
and Gen Y at least — you hear 
that very differently, right? 
You don’t understand where it 
comes from. You can’t imagine 
a world where women had no 
options. So to you it sounds like 
— you know, I think Rebecca 
(Traister of Salon) was right—it 
sounds picky, it sounds particu¬ 
larly bad to talk about having 
it all when so many Americans 
are in danger of what they have 
at all. They have much less. 

So I think the framework 
needs to change, but what I said 
this morning, what I’ve said in 
tweets and interviews is that 
it’s not that easy to talk about 
it. Yes, it’s work-life balance, 
but it’s still an issue that affects 
women more than men. 

I thought the way to go about 
having it all is to work as hard 
as you can, have as much as 
a career as you can until you 


reach your late 30s when you 
can decide to have children 
and then try to resume your 
career again when our chil¬ 
dren are 8 ,9 or 10? 

You can’t wait until your late 
30s to have kids. You just don’t 
want to go through what my 
generation went through. 
I can’t tell you everything 
women have written to me 
after the article to explain 
that you know that they got to 
where I got and wanted to have 
kids. You take a look at what 
happens after you’re 35 to your 
fertility. For women like me, 
who miraculously through IVF 
(in-vitro fertilization) managed 
to have my first child and my 
pregnancy came pretty quick¬ 
ly, but there are women who 
didn’t. 

Even if you can, if there 
is any way to avoid it, you 
don’t want to be there, you 
don’t want to be having to go 
through and all the shots and 
technology and feeling pretty 
desperate at that point. It’s hard 
to explain to a 25-year-old what 
a 35-year-old biological clock 
feels Eke, but it’s real. 
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Adventure!

Federer wins 7th 
Wimbledon title 

Roger Federer won his 
record-tying seventh 
Wimbledon title Sunday, 
beating Andy Murray 4-6, 
7-5, 6-3, 6-4 under a closed 
roof on Centre Court. 

The 17-time Grand Slam 
champion excelled once 
the roof was closed early 
in the third set, giving 
Murray little chance to end 
Britain’s 76-year wait for a 
homegrown champion. 

The victory also 
clinched a return to the 
top of the ATP rankings for 
Federer, overtaking Novak 
Djolcovic, after an absence 
of a little more than two 
years. 

Federer is now 17-7 in 
Grand Slam finals, includ¬ 
ing 7-1 at Wimbledon. 
Murray dropped to 0-4 in 
major finals, with three of 
those losses coming against 
Federer. 

The last British man to 
win the Wimbledon title 
was Fred Perry in 1936. 

Meanwhile, Filip 
Peliwo of Vancouver beat 
Australia’s Luke Saville 7-5, 
6-4 to win the junior boys’ 
singles crown, a day after 
fellow Canuck Eugenie 
Bouchard won the girls’ 
trophy.

Que., native also added 
the girls’ doubles crown 
on Sunday as she and 
Taylor Townsend of the 
U.S. defeated Switzerland’s 
Belinda Bencic and Cro¬ 
atia’s Ana Konjuh 6-4, 6-3.
